THE THREATS OF SHAFER. 


Opinions of Lawyers as to Their Import— 
The Trial of Cleary. 

New Yor«k,: March 22.—([Special.]—Specu- 
lation was lively today as to what will be the 
outcome of the trouble betweeh Lawyer Ira 
Shafer and Editor Joseph Pulitzer as a re- 
sult of the former’s bitter attack in the 
Cleary trial yesterday, and particularly re- 
garding the, sanguinary observations of Mr. 
Shafer. Among lawyers the opinion was 
that if Mr. Shafer made the threat above 
quoted he renders himself liable to arrest, 
and can be put under bonds to keep the 
peace should Mr. Pulitzer see fit to take 
such a course. That the latter will do this, 
however, is not the general opinion, though 
there is mnch curiosity to know what he will 
do about it. Repeated calls at his residence, 
No. 9 East Thirty-sixth street, this morning 
only resulted in the information that Mr. 
Pulitzer was still in bed, and was not to be 
disturbed. A lawyer who knows Mr. Shafer 
well and was associated with him in a prom- 
inent case said he did not believe Mr. Shafer 
made the threat to kill Mr. Pulitzer—that his 
language must have been misconstrued. If 
he did say it the lawyer believed it must have 
been said under great excitement. So far as 
could be ascertained Mr. Pulitzer has given 
no instructions to his counsel to take action 
in the matter, nor has he challenged Mr. 
Shafer to fight a duel. 


The Court Proceedings. 

New York, March 22.—The Cleary triul 
was continued today, with the ex-Alderman 
on the stand. Cleary created a sensation 
just at the close of his testimony by stating 
to Juror Comstock that his (Cleary’s) littie 
safe in which he had testified he kept 851.000 
bills for years was a tin box, which he kept 
locked up in atrunk in his room in the Equit- 
abie Building. 

Mr. Shafer exclaimed: ‘“ Send for it, send 
for it: an Irishman who keeps his money ina 
tin box is suspicious.”’

Central Traffic Association roads during the last 
week continued quite heavy. The total shipments 


for the week ending last Saturday amounted to 


56,513 tons, against 55,189 tons for the week pre- 
vious, an increase of 1,84 tons. The total 
through shipments by the same roads for the 
corresponding week last year were only 39,145 
tons. The reason that shipments are so much 
heavier now than they were at this time last year 
is not due to any material improvement in the 
business affairs of this country. but to the lower 
rates that are being made on grain and other 
articles of freight. At this time last year a - 
cent rate on grain from Chicago to New York 
was firmly maintained by all the roads. At 
present none of the roads charge more than 20 
cents per 100 pounds, and it is claimed that most of 
them are taking freight on the basis of 18 cents, 
Chicago to New York. It is hardly probable that 
this low rate will be continued after April 4, 
when the new Inter-State Commerce law goes 
into effect; but it is equally improbable that the 
roads will be able to maintain the 2%-cent rate 
fixed by the trunk lines. The opinion is that no 
higher rate than 20 cents per 100 pounds on grain 
from Chicago to New York can be maintained. 
While some of the roads will find that rate suffi- 
ciently profitable others will not be able to meet 
it without seriously affecting their local traffic 
from interior points. The latter will probably 
refuse to take through traffic at less than a B- 
cent basis, and devote their whole attention to 
their local business, and this, of course, will 
force the bulk of the through trale on the for- 
mer, the increased business of which will more 
than make up for the lower rate they receive. 
The Grand Trunk's ‘business, it is be- 
lieved, will be more than doubled. It has 
local points to protect. 
Chicago ‘and Port Huron, : 
thence to Montreal, where ocean steamers call 
for export freight during the summer, it runs 
through Canadian territory, which, of course, is 
not covered by the new law. This enables it to 
take export to Montreal at a much lower 
rate than can be made by any of the through 
lines to the Atlantic seaboards, Th 
Central and Lake Shore Roads will 
meet in a measure the rates made by the Grand 
runk by gi their through export traffic to 
the Canadian Pacific. This of course will seriously 
affect their principal Eastern connection—the 
New York Central—but the latter expects to be 
able to get all the business it can carry during 
the summer from the lake lines at Buffalo. Most 
of the roads running east from Chicago expect 
that the National Commission will authorize 
them to make a special through rate to Atlantic 
seaboards to enable them to meet the competi- 
tion by the lake lines and the Canadian roads. 
If such permission is not granted some 
of the lines will de forced out 
the through traffic during the 
months because ag J cannot 
make correspondingly low rates on business 
from intermediate points. 

The following statement shows the amount of 
dead freight shipped through to seaboard points 
by the eight Central Traffic Association roads 
during the week ending last Saturday, and also 
the percentage carried by each:

Another effort was made yesterday by the Joint 
Committee of Eastern and Western roads to 
bring about an adjustment of the trouble regard- 
ing the Mississippi River percentage basis and 
the establishment of divisions of rates between 
the Eastern and Western lines on Missouri 
River through traffic. The committee of East- 


ern and Western Commissioners to whom 
the question was referred the day previous re- 
—.— a plan for dividing the rates on through 
usiness tween the Missouri River and sea- 
board points, but were unable to make a recom- 
mendation as to the division of rates between 
Middle States points and the Missouri River. 
recommendation of the committee pro- 
vided a basis for through rates and a divis- 
ion thereof which indorsed the principles of 
neither side as held heretofore, but provided 
arbitrary divisions of the through rates. which 
were in the nature of a compromise. On 
for instance, the division via Chicago was to be 
made on the basis of 116 r cent, but on other 
classes of freight when e difference via Chi- 
cago amoun to more than on grain an arbi- 
trary division was recommended. On some of 
these classes the difference is between three 
and five cents, while on ain it is 
but one cent. Where the fference is 
six cents, for instance, the recommendation 
was that the Eastern lines should get 3 cents 
and the Western lines 2i¢ cents, and correspond- 
ingly on the other high classes. After a long dis- 
cussion the recommendation was rejected. A 
resolution was introduced that a committee be 
appointed consist of Commissioners Blan- 
chard, Midgley, and Faithorn, and a representa- 
tive of the trunk lines to arbitrate the matter, 
but it did not go through. The matter was 
finally referred back to the three Commissioners 
and the Managers’ Committee of Seventeen 
to see if an arrangement could not be made 
which provided for an adjustment of divisions 
from Central Traffic Association points as well 
as trunk-line points.. This committee was in ses- 
sion all afternoon without being able to make 
any progress. The Central Traffic Association 
or Middle States roads stated that they had 
not yet been able to * — a@ percentage 
basis from points in their territory and 
consequently could not at this time make any 
arrangement with the Missouri River roads. It 
was therefore decided to adjourn indefinitly and 
report to the general meeti this morning that 
no plan of settlement could be proposed until 
the Central Traffic Association ro had ar- 
ranged their percentage tables.

Central Traffic Association Affairs. 

The General Managers and other general of- 
ficers of the various roads in the Central Traffic 
Association convened at Chairman Blanchard's 
office yesterday for the purpose of perfecting 
joint arrangements for conducting their business 
in conformity with the new Inter-State Com- 
merce law. The principal work done by the 


meeting was to appoint committees to consider 
plans for the adjustment of the most important 
questions. The principal questions to be con- 
sidered by those committees are: The revision 
of percentage tables; form of organization; ex- 
penses of the association; abolishing the com- 
mission and the pass system. The committees 
were in session yesterday afternoon considering 
the subjects referred to them and they are ex- 
pected to report to the general meeting of the 
association at 2 p. m. today. A delegation of 
coal shippers from Pittsburg and Hocking Val- 
ley points is in the city and will try to get a hear- 
ing before the meeting in regard to the coal rates 
recently established by the roads interested in 
that traffic. The coal shippers claim that the 
new rates are prohibitively high and they will 
demand that more reasonable rates be estab- 
lished. If they do not receive a hearing or their 
demands are ignored by the railroad managers 
they mean to bring the matter before the Nation- 
al Railroad Commission on the ground that the 
new rates are extortionate. 


An Indiana Road Sold. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 2.— [Special.] — 
The announcement of the purchase of the Indi- 
anapolis, Peru & Chicago Railroad, running from 
this city to Michigan City, 161 miles, by the Lake 
Erie & Western caused considerable surprise. 
Indianapolis will be benefited 7 oe change. 
The price paid by the Lake Erie & Western for 
the road was a trifle above 621.500 a mile. The 
urchased road before its absorption into the 
abash system in 1881 was one of the best local 
roads in the State and paying its owners—the 
Cutting family of New York—1 per cent a month 
on a capitalization of 8,000,000. It possesses ex- 
ceedingly valuable franchises and terminal fa- 
cilities at Michigan City, and in this city its 


‘freight depot is within a square of the court- 


house. The Lake Erie Road has always had a 
good local business and the combination should 
be astrong one. Its main line extends from 
Bloomington, III., to where it reaches Sandusky 
over the Lake Shore. The road this season will 
ve extended to Peoria. 


Holders of Wabash Bonds. 

St. LOUIS, Mo., March 22.—(Special.}]—In the 
Circuit Court this morning Judges Brewer and 
Thayer decided the intervening petition of hold- 
ers of bonds on Wabash lines east of the river 
for the payment to them of nearly $1,500,000 


which the intervenors ciaimed was earnings in 
excess of expenses on those lines. Judge Brewer 
reviewed the application at some length. and 
with some warmth, before arriving at his finding, 
which was the dismissal of the application.

The Trunk-Line Pool.

Cleveland & Canton Road. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 22.—[Special.]|~—A spe- 
cial meeting of the stockholders of the Cleve- 
land & Canton Railroad was held in Canton to- 
day, when the old fight between the Blood party 
of Boston and the Corbin-Parlin party was re- 
newed. The former is in favor of issuing a mort- 
gage of $2,000,000 for the purpose of improving

IN AND AROUND NEW YORK. 


Firms Involved in Lawton’s Swindles Sus- 
pend Business—General Notes. 

New YORK, March 22.—(Special.}—Today 
passed without the appearance of any more cred- 
itors or notes against Walter E. Lawton, who 
absconded a week abe after having swindled 
everybody he could. Evidence accumulated, 
however, that he must long have been insolvent, 
and that he squeezed his creditors harder than 
has yet appeared. The man's fortune 
was rated by the most conservative 
at $1,000,000. Yet he appears to have 
run away to avoid the payment of promis- 
sory notes amounting to less than half that sum. 
Creditors who have come to the surface are 
naturally anxious over this showing, and feel 
that a bomb may be thrown among them any day. 
We are running a drag-net all over the coun- 
try.“ one of them said today. There is an En- 
glishman in the city on whose account great 
anxiety is felt by himself and by the city credit- 
ors. e will not come to the front un- 
less necessary. Just now he is trying 
to find out Lawton involved him. His 
inquiries have extended in various directions, 
and so far he considers himself in luck, as he can 
find no evidence that he was betrayed, At Law- 
ton’s office he said that Lawton worked himself 
into his confidence and secured from him a power 
of attorney to negotiate $800,000 in railroad bonds 
and $300,000 water bonds. The Englishman holds 
the bonds yet, but he would like to kuow if Law- 
ton pledged any or all of them for loans. Until 
time shall settle that question the creditors will 
be on nettles for fear that the liabilities may be 
suddenly and greatly swelled by this specia 
claim, to say nothing of the dread uncertainty of 
the general outlook. 

The Burk Oil and Chemical Company of No. 27 
Water street and at Chicago has suspended pay- 
ment in consequence, itis said, of its financial 
relations with Lawton. The company consider 
this course advisable, as in the present condi- 
tion of affairs it was impossible to know just how 
deeply it was involved. Lawton realized con- 
siderable money on the company’s paper, which 
he got discounted, and some of these notes are 
now coming due. 

The Long Island Pressing Company of No. 4 
Cedar street and of Brooklyn has suspended pay- 
ment pending the investigation as to what ex- 
tent it was involved in the flight of Lawton, who 
held the company's notes for a large amount and 
appropriated the proceeds. The company ob- 
tained an attachment last week against Mr. Law- 
ton's property for $115,118, the amount of the 
promissory notes Lawton used. 

Lawton, it is now learned, was entangled witha 
rich widow, and only the day before he left Coun- 
selors Thompson and ar recorded a deed 
making over to her some of Lawton’s New Jer- 
sey property. 

VLASTA TO RETURN. 

It was stated this morning at the office of So- 
lon J. Viasta, the missing ship-broker of Beaver 
street, that he would return and meet his credit- 
ors Wednesday morning. The reason of his hav- 
ing left the city was stated to be because he was 
interested in a cargo of brimstone to the extent 
of $40,000, and that the vessel was ten days over 
due when he went away, but now the vessel has 
arrived, and he has no fear of meeting his cred- 


itors.

MINNEAPOLIS Wueat.—Receipts of wheat 
during the week have reached the million notch, 
which is more than twice as much as received 
during the corresponding week last year. Ship- 
ments have also been heavy owing to the desire 
of elevator-owners to fill contracts at Chicago on 
existing rates of freight. Wheat 1s not accumu- 
lating at Duluth for the simple reason that 
there is no more room there, but as soon as the 
lakes are open there will be such a rush of wheat 
to that point for shipment East as has not been 
seen for years. An enormous amount of wheat 
has been sold by the Northwestern elevator-men 
for May delivery at Milwaukee, Chicago, and 
New York, but it is doubtful if these sales can 
be filled by way of the lakes. It is said now.that 
the scheme is to transfer the bulk of this wheat 
to June, which will give ample time to get the 
wheatin by lake. lour shipments ag 
week aggregated 142.000 barrels, against 90,000 
the same week a year ago. Millers are also 
rushing out their productions as fast as possible 
in order to take advantage of the present low 
contracts. The flour market is dull, and many 
millers have sold ahead for a month or six weeks 
to come. The average production during the 
week was 20,000 barrels a day.

THE SHOEMAKER FIGHT. 


Great Crispin Struggle in Massachusetts. 

Boston, Mass., March 22.—The struggle for free 
shops by the boot and shoe manufacturers of 
the State has developed new and important feat- 
ures within a day or two. The manifesto of the 
Haverhill manufacturers setting forth the neces- 
sity for concessions in the Wage schedule by their 
emploves having brought no response, and the 
question of taking the same stand for free shops 
as has been taken in the great Worcester 
County factories is now under consideration. 
There is no doubt that the free-shop campaign 
will soon be opened by the proprietors of the 
forty factories in Brockton. 

In Worcester County the struggle is becoming 
more and more desperate. In the City of 
Worcester the dattle is more indecisive thus 
far than in the other localities involved. Some 
of the manufacturers are making no headway, 
and frankly confess it. These men are blue in- 
deed, but still give not a sign of yielding. “It 
is because I intend never to yield and pull 
down that notice that I take such a serious 
view of the situation,” was the remark of one 
of the manufacturers. They may kill our busi- 
ness, but we shall save our manhood,” was the 
sentiment of another. It would not, however, be 
fair to quote the above as representing expres- 
sions of the general sentiment, for many of the 
shoe manufacturers are not only determined, but 

; not onty hopeful, but extremely confi- 

you want the cold ultimate truth 

about this conflict it is this: we are sure to win.“ 
So talk nearly ail. 

The situation in Spencer is a sad one. The 
question now is not How soon can we foree the 
manufacturers to pull down the notice?“ but it 
is,. How can we support this brigade of idle 
help until the trouble is over!“ The managers 
of the labor organizations understand full well 
that this quest must be answered, There are 
nearly 1,500 operatives idle in Spencer today 
who are out — of the free-shops’ notice. 
This must mean nearly 4,000 persons deprived of 
sustenance. Seven weeks ago this contest be- 


gan. and the idle hands are beginning to learn 


that the resources behind them are not inex- 
haustible. 

North Brookfield is the headquarters of the 

t contest, for there the largest factories are 

ocated, The fight is there advancing to its last 
stages. The avowed purpose of the Knights of 
Labor to voycott the goods of the Worcester 
County mafiufacturers is looked upon as the last 
weapon which the Knights and lasters can wield 
in their opposition to notice, 

This move shows that the leaders of the strikes 
are reduced to an extremity.

EMPEROR WILHELM’S BIRTHDAY. 

The present year will always be a memorsa- 
ble one in the annais of sovereignty. It is 
the jubilee year ef Queen Victoria, who has 
reached the half-century anniversary of her 
accession to the throne, a longer reign than 
has usually been allotted to Kings or Queens 
in this world of accidents to monarchs. Not 
less remarkable is the celebration of Em- 
peror Wilhelm’s ninetieth birthday. Among 
une of his predecessors no other ruler can 
be found upon the throne at such an advanced 
age. It is possible that his strong constitu- 
tion and simple hebits of life may insure him 
afew years more, but it a hardly probabie, 
eo that his subjeets are warranted in cete- 
brating this anniversary with unusual pa- 
geantry. 

His career has been a remarkable one. He 
came to the throne an oid man, for he was 
then 64 years old, but his achievements since 
his coronation have far eclipsed any that 
preceded it. He ealled to his counsels the 
ablest statesman and the abiest soldier in 
Zurope, and these three have made Germany 
the strongest Power of the Old World. In 
the place of Prussia, standing alone, there 
has grown up the United Empire of Germany, 
which today is the arbiter among the nations 
of Europe. A soldier all his life, he has 
based that Empire upon its military strength, | 
with Prussia as its inspiration and himself 
the inspiretion of Prussia. He has never 
abated a jot ot the “divine right” by which | 
he took the crown, and in Bismarck and Von 
Moltke he has found sturdy defenders against | 
ali parliamentery eneroschments upon its pre- 
regatives. What may follow when he passes 
away no one can foresee, but so long as the 
Emperor tives it may be assumed he will rule 
Germany, and no Parliament will be allowed 
to question his wishes. Parliaments may be 
refractory, but they will be dissolved until 
one is found ready to carry out his purposes. 

It is fortunate for Germany that in the 
main his aspirations axe not personal but | 
patriotic, and that he has an engrossing love 
for the Fatherland which he has unttea. The | 
old dogma of Kings, therefore, may be over- 
looked in his case, since behind it there is a 
great pride in Germany, and a combination 
of qualities in its ruler of which any nation 
might be proud. There have been times 
in the past when hig unpopularity | 
was so great thet his own people 
would have driven him out ef his own coun- | 
try or killed him if they had had the oppor- 
tunity, but since his accession to the throne 
he has steadily commended’ himself to the 
respect and love of his beople, notwithst and- 
r their

CAPTIOUS CRITICISM OF THE NEW LAW. 
The New York Commercial Bulletin criticises 
the Inter-State Commerce act in a very cap- 


‘fons spirit and uses considerable space in 


" | showing that the law has no application to 


‘the transportation of persons or property in- 


side a single State. There is no need of ar- 
gument on that point; the act expressly 
states that it shail not appiy to railroad trans- 
portation “wholly within one State.” — 
is this omission a defect or the resuit 
oversight. Congress has 20 power over the 
domestic commerce of the States, and 


of the States tolerate pooling, discrimination, 


rebating, etc., in local traffic they haye only 
themselves to blame and onght to suffer the 
evils until they elect Legislatures charged 
with the duty of correcting them. Like IIli- 
nois, many of the States have had anti-dis- 
erimination short-haul laws for years, and if 
others fail to protect their local commerce 
by such enactments it is their own affair and 
Congress bears. none of the responsibility. 
The new law deals only with commerce of 
National interest and importance and leaves 
the States to regulate or refuse to regulate 
their domestic traffic as they please. 

The Commercial Bulletin goon on to claim 
that the short-haul provision, while having 
no effect on State trafic, is virtually mean- 
ingless in respect to inter-State transporta- 
tien because. of the alieged ambiguity em- 
bodied in the clause, substantially similar 
conditions and circumstances. It instances 
two shipments of wheat over the same route, 
one Chieago to Liverpool via New York and the 
other from Chicago to a Newark (New Jersey) 
mill, and contends that as the first transaction 
must reckon with British markets and the sec- 
ond with the demand for flour in Newark there 
isa dissimilarity of conditions and cireym- 
stances which releases the short-haul rule. 
Again, it presents the case of west-bound 
shipments te Chicago and to a small town a 
short distance east of Chicago, the freight 
going respectively in through and local 
trains, and concludes that in such case the 
short-haul rule does not apply. It adds: 


But if this distinction [as to circumstences 


and conditions] be recognized the application 
of the act to almost every species of freight 
in almost every direction is so greatiy inter- 
rupted and limited that it might about as well 
have not been passed at all.“ This is a bad 
mistake. As Senater Culiom well said 
in the debate in the Senate, although 
the enemies of the law might con- 
strue the qualifying clause with the 
utmost freedom it would still be true that 
the bill would stop an existing abuse where- 
by in thousands and tens of thousands of 
eases where the circumstances and condi- 
tions were practically the same one class of 
shippers had been rebated and another over- 


charged. The conditions and circumstances 


referred toin the law are those affecting 
the cost of the service, and unless they are 
actual and substantial they will count for 
nothing. Ifin the cases cited there would 
be a substantaal difference in the cost of the 
service it should be and would be consid- 


‘ered—otherwise not. The circumstances 


and conditions mentioned in the law ere 
transportation conditions and circumstances 
and not extraneous, unrelated matters, such 
as the state of markets and the like. Nor 
does this view ofthe law furnish an un- 
bending rule which will cut off trausconti- 
nental traffic and export trade. In such 
special and unusual cases the Commissioners 
will have power to grant, exemptions and re- 
lease the operation of the short-baul prinei- 

ple. The more it is studied the clearer it will 
be that the portions ef the Inter-State Com- 
merce act which are denounced as ambigu- 
ous’ simply supply the degree of eiasticity 
absolutely necessary to avoid the evils of an 
impracticable, cast-iron 1 method of regulation. 


OHIO AND ILLINOIS APPROPRIATIONS. 
The attention of our own General Assem- 
bly is respectfuliy called to the financial ex- 
ample of the Ohio Legislature, which has just 
adjourned sine die. Last year the amount 
raised by taxation in that State was $4,621,- 
873, as against $3,000,000 in this State, but 
this year the appropriations made there foot 
up in round numbers $3,000,000, while the ap- 
propriations pending at. Springfield do not 
fall much, if any, below $12,000,000. The Re- 
publicans of Ohio can point with pride to the 
record made, for the State Government there 
is Republican throughout now, but was 
mixed, politically, last year. The same 
change has been effected in Illinois. There 
is no yestige of Democracy left in the control 
of oar State Government. Speaker Haines 
belonged to the opposition, and the Chair- 
manship of the House Committee on Appro- 
priations at the last session was a Bourbon 
Democrat. Ohio finds Republicanism a syno- 
dym for economy. How will it be with li- 

nois? 

There is often a wide margin between bills 
Any member ean introduce al- 
most any measure and have it duly referred, 
and judgment upon the Thirty-fifth General 
Assembly must be deferred until the record 
has been actually and irrevocably made. But 


the outlook is bad. No one seems to have the 


courage of economy. It is not necessary or 
desirable to reduce the appropriations below 
the figures of two years ago, or even to go 
down to those figures. But an increase of 
three or four hundred per cent would be an 
intolerable outrage; nothing short, in fact, 
ef political suicide for the individual legisla- 
tors responsible for it and for the party re- 
sponsible for such legisiators. The Ohio 
order of things might be reversed without 
occeasioning much grumbling, for that in- 
crease would only keep pace with the growth 
of the State in population and wealth and : 
provide for the new penal system rendered 
inevitable by the latest constitutional amend- | 
ment. But no conceivable excuse could be 
made for consummating the program of ex- 
travagance foreshadowed by the Governor’s | 
message and pending bills. 

The excuses made for these enormously in- 
ereased appropriations may all be summed up 
in the one word charity. There was a time 
when one might well exclaim against the 
crimes committed in the name of religion, | 
but in these days charity is at the front. In- 
stead of the dim religious tight of cathedral | 
aisles we have the garb of mercy, and law- 
makers are just too for anything if 
they refuse to vote whatever appropriation 
wears the frock and hood of ministry to 
unfortunate. Is Ohio exempt from this sort : 
of thing, or did the Legislature of that State 
have the moral nerve to do its duty despite )

lot? The essential doctrine of Georgeism— 
the taxation of land to the extent of its rental 
value—is simply confiscation slightly dis- 
guised, and it could never be enforeed with- 
out violence, and sufficient violence to over- 
power and conquer ali the real-estate owners 
in the United States. To make rental value 
the measure of taxation would be to eliminate 
the selling value of all land and lots 
and make the present owners of land State 
serfs. While such a system would despoil 
seven or eight millions of land-owners of 
their possessions it could prove no adyen- 
tage to the ordinary tenent, who, after its 
establishment, would pay rent to the State 
instead of to a private landlord. Nor could 
the crushing taxation of farm land and town 
lots be a benefit to those having no property, 
for such persons pay no taxes now. To tax 
land at its rental value and make no levy on 
personal property or improvements might be 
a policy advantageous to very wealthy men 
owning great amounts of personal property 
and costly buildings, which would escape al- 
together; but with such possible exceptions 
farmers and house-owners in cities and 
towns would resist the proposed scheme to 
the last extremity. Georgeism would make 
the renter of a city cottage pay, jot for lot, as 
much tax to the Government landlord 
as the occupant of a palace. Ne such 
scheme woud stand a possible chance of 
adoption at the ballot-bex, and it would be 
sheer folly to require its supporters to be 
voters or citizens. The doctrine itself is 
adapted to these whe have no land or lot, 
never expect to have any, and who have 
never paid any rent and never intend to, and 
whose animating principle is a blind, unrea- 
soning rage against those who own homes or 
farms. Less honest and consistent than the 
Communism which proposes a division of all 
property, real and personal, Georgeism 
shows an equal contempt for the will or 
power of the majority of the community, and 
can be established oniy by usurpation, con- 
fiseation, and violence. But as the land-own- 
ers and lot-owners and their sons are men 
who can fight and shoot, and who possess the 
overwhelming physical force of the Nation, 
it would be difficult to imagine anything 
more chimerical than the conquest of the 
country by the disciples of Goorgeiom.
